Sir C harles ltussell Asks for Inform ation 
Tlint is W ithheld From H im .

L o n d o n , July 12.—Upon the resumption 
of the sitting of the Parnell Commission to­ 
day, Sir Charles Russell, of counsel for the 
Parnellitcs, asked Mr. Soames, solicitor foi 
the Times, to produce a list of the payments 
he had made to witnesses in behalf of the 
Times aud all the communications that had 
passed between himself and the Times' agents 
in America and Ireland. 
Attorney General Webster declined to 
allow Mr. Soames to producá the com­ 
munications. 
Mr. 
Soames then 
testi­ 
fied that he had not made out a 
list of payments made to witnesses, 
líe could not tell when he first corresponded 
with LeCaron. Theie was no definite ar­ 
rangement as to how witness should pay him. 
Already several payments had been made to 
bim. Mr. McDonald, Manager of the Times, 
said it was understood LeCaron would lie 
provided for. He bad lost bis place in the 
Government service. As long as it was 
needed be was to receive assistance. 
Mr. Houston, Secretary of the Loyal and 
Patriotic Union, was recalled. He testified 
that. Lord Stallbridge first mentioned Pigott 
to him as a useful witness. The articles on 
“ Parnellism and Crime,” published by the 
Times, were an claliorated reprint of “ Par 
neilism Unmasked,” which was compiled by 
Pigott, and for which witness paid £60. 
Witness stated he was willing to place the

Unde r 
repeated questions witness persisted that it 
was Davis’ voucher though obtained through 
Pigott. 
Sir Charles Russell demanded the produc­ 
tion of the books of tbe Loyal Union. He 
desired to prove that the whole indictment 
contained in “ Parnellism and Crime ” pro­ 
ceeded from the Union. I’igott had been 
used by a powerful political organization to 
concoct tbe plan. 
Presiding Justice Hannen—“ This relates 
to charges against persons not before us.” 
Mr. Asquith, also of Mr. Parnell’s coun­ 
sel, submitted that the Court had to inquire 
into the origin and growth of the charges 
against the Pnrnellites. The Union's books 
would disclose how Piggntt set to work to 
supplement “ Parnellism Unmasked” by tbe 
enlarged articles entitled “Parnellism and 
Crime,” including the letters the I'imes had 
printed. 
Attorney General Webster contended that 
the books were wanted in order to give tbe 
Parnellitcs free range upon other political 
matters. 
The Ccurt decided against the application 
for the production of the books. 
Sir Charlea Russell then intimated that he 
had received written instructions from Mr. 
Parnell regarding the further conduct of the 
case which required him to ask for an oppor­ 
tunity to consider his position.

T he follow ing report on consum ption as a 
contagious disease was yesterday afternoon 
approved by the Health Department, which 
ordered 10,000 copies of it to lie printed for 
distribution:

Pulm onary tuberculosis [consum ption] is 
directly communicated from one person to 
another. 
The germ of the disease ex isls in 
the ex pectoration of persons afflicted with it. 
T he follow ing ex tract from the report of the 
pathologists of the Health Department e x ­ 
plains ttie means by which the disease may 
Ik* transmitted: 
Tuberculosis is com m only produced in the 
lungs [w hich are the organs most frequently 
alfrcH d] by breathing air in w hich livinir 
germ s are suspended as dust. 
The material 
which is coughed up, som etim es in large 
quantities, by persons suffering from con­ 
sum ption contains these germ s often in enor­ 
mous numbers.

T his material 
when ex pectorated, 
frequently 
lodges 
in 
places where it dries, as on the street, lloors, 
carpets, handkerchiefs, etc. 
A fter drying in 
one way or anotlver, it is very apt to become 
pulverized and tioat in the air as dust. 
P.y observing the follow ing rules the dan­ 
ger of catching the disease w ill be reduced to 
a m inim um : 
First— L)o not permit persons suspected to 
have consumption to spit on the floor or on 
cloths 
unl e s s 
the latter 
he 
im m ediately 
burned. 
The spittle of persons suspected to 
have consum ption should be caught in earthen 
or glass dishes containing the follow ing solu­ 
tion: Corrosive sublim ate, one part; water, 
1,9 00 p a its . 
Second—Do not sleep in a room occupied 
by a person suspected of having consum p­ 
tion. 
The living rooms of a consum ptive 
patient should have as little furniture as prac­ 
ticable. 
H angings 
should 
be 
especially 
avoided. 
The use of carpels, 
rugs, etc., 
ought alwavs to he avoided. 
T hird—I)o not fail to wash thoroughly the 
eating utensils of a person suspected of hav­ 
ing consumption as soon after eating as pos­ 
sible, using boiling water for the purpose. 
F ourth—Do not m ingle the unwashed cloth­ 
ing of consum ptive patients w ith similar 
clothing of other persons. 
i'iv..— Do not. tail to catch the bowel dis- 
hargcs of consum ptive patients with diar 
rhtea in a vessel containing corrosive subli­ 
mate one part, water 1.0(H) parts. 
S ix — I)o not fail to consult the fam ily ph y­ 
sician regarding the social relations of per­ 
sons suffering from sjspected consum ption. 
Seven— Do not permit m others suspected 
of having consum ption to nurse their off 
springs. 
E igh t—Household pets [animals or birds] 
arc quite susceptible to tuberculosis; there 
fore do not ex pose them to persons afflicted 
with consumption; also do not keep, but de­ 
stroy at once, all household pets suspected of 
having consumption, otherwise they m ay give 
it to human beings. 
N ine— Do not fail to thoroughly cleanse 
the floors, walls and ceilings of the living 
and sleep!ng-rooms of persons suffering from 
consum ption at 'cast once in tw o weeks. 
I» y order of the Board. 
E m m ons C l ar k . Secretary. 
Professor R. L. Danliy, of the University 
of T ex as, in a recent letter to the Unit ¿ mo re 
Sun, gives an interesting account of a con­ 
versation which he had with Stonewall J ack­ 
son in May, 18 (52. 
He says: “ The conver­ 
sation, when resumed, turned upon some re­ 
cent threat of bloody retaliation w hich Mr. 
Davis had been com pelled to m ake bv some 
one of the numerous outrages. 
T he General 
said, in words to this effect, that such an 
em ergency would not now appear had the 
war been begun on that plan 
which com 
mended itself to his judgm ent. 
I ex claim ed, 
with much interest, that a rumor had flitted 
through his army that he would have begun 
the war under tlie black flag, and that I was 
curious to know from him whether it had 
any foundation, or what. 
H e replied very 
sqiiarely: Yes, he believed w e should have 
not begun to take any prisoners in this war, 
and 
that he should 
have 
adopted 
this 
plan distinctly in the interest of hum anity, 
because he felt sure the war w ould have been 
thus ended w ith far less effusion of blood. 
He added that this could not be, like other 
diplom atic wars, a struggle for a boundary 
or a province, hut, for our people, a struggle 
for life aud death, and it w ould have been 
best f ? r the people to have its true character 
unmasked to them from 
the first. 
‘ The 
war, before its end, w ill certainly disclose its 
practical character. 
Thus Mr. Lincoln is re­ 
ported as now declaring that it is not a war 
of abolition. 
But whether he knew it or not, 
it is surely destined to becom e such. 
Then 
they will proceed to arm our own slaves 
against us. 
T hen,’ said he, ‘ when these out­ 
rages are perpetuated, of course it w ill he ah 
urd and impossible for us to treat that war 
as civilized war ! To do so it w ill be perdition 
to our cause. 
It will be the practical admis­ 
sion of claim s damnable to our pretensions of 
right 
and ruinous to the mo ra le and self- 
respect of our people. 
T hus, before this war 
¡s ended, Mr. Davis is going to find him self 
in 
this dilemma: The enem y w ill adopt 
means such that he w ill be obliged to meet 
them with ex tensive bloody retaliation or be 
ruined. 
But then the enem ies w ill have in 
their hands, it may be, thousands of our 
frieuds, so that it will be attended w ith the 
fearful consequence of thereby consigning 
our soldiers to massacre. 
N ow ,’ he added, 
•foreseeing these things, I w ould have ad­ 
vised taking no prisoners, and teaching our 
volunteers at the outset that when they went 
into action it m ust be victory or death literal­ 
ly fur them, as it is going to be for their 
country.’ 
Since the 
adm inistration 
had 
adopted other ideas lie obeyed. 
He had all 
along been as careful and scrupulous to pre­ 
serve the lives and health of his prisoners as 
Mr. Davis him self could have been.” 
Kagoonath, late Minister of the Mahara­ 
jah Holkar, protesting against the evils of 
child-marriage, writes as follow s : “ A man 
aged 47 years, who was lately defendant be­ 
fore the Court of a m agistrate charged with 
having ill-treated a child-w ife, ejght or nine 
years of age, wanted to go aw ay from the 
locality and applied to the British police for 
a guard to enable him to leave the place and 
to take the minor witli him w ithout fear of 
interference from her parents. 
T he British 
people’s representatives in India escorted a 
closed carriage, in w hich were seated this 
man 
and the 
girl 
minor, 
prevented 
the 
parents 
from 
approaching 
their 
child, 
and kept 
them off 
till the man 
had 
carried 
her 
awav 
from her parents 
to a place about 
1,000 m iles distant from 
the scene. 
I appeal to the people of Great 
Britain to say whether such conduct on the 
part of their agents in ludia meets their ap- 
proval. 
N ot content with countenancing 
slavery, they afford material and powerful 
help to the rich and influential owner of the 
slave, and enable him, under the rules of law 
and morality now in forre in India, to deport 
a child from the proper guardianship of her 
father and mother. 
Such acts as these are, 
in the opinion of Sir J . Qorst, efforts to cor­ 
rect the evils of infant marriage. 
If this 
child had been the offspring of an E nglish­ 
man and theseeue London, would the British 
people have tolerated such conduct on the 
part of the British police? ” 
T he New- Yo rk E tening Po st 
says: “ The 
40 physicians who have been appointed to 
work among the tenements during the months 
of J uly and August crowded into Dr. Moreau 
Morris’s office, at the Branch Sanitary Head­ 
quarters in Mulberry-street yesterday, to lis­ 
ten to a ‘ short tglk ’ defining their duties be­ 
fore they started out.

w ell equipped tor their cam paign.

who are ill they have medicines and prescrip 
tions, w hich any decent druggist w ill till free, 
or any w ay at half price. 
T lie Health l)e 
partm ent stamp is on the blanks, and at the 
Mulberry-street office the prescriptions will 
alw ays be filled free of cost. 
For troubled 
mothers the doctors carry directions how to 
care for the baby in hot weather and when 
teething. 
These are printed in English, Her 
man and Italian. 
Then the physicians have 
free ex cursion tickets for the St. Jwhn’s Guild 
boats for distribution. 
T w ice a w eek they 
are to report personally to Dr. Morris, and 
once on form ally printed blanks. 
A ll conta­ 
gious diseases and nuisances that give rise to 
sickness are to be reported at once, and so 
w ith cases of ex trem e destitution, for w hich 
prompt relief w ill be found.” 
T he British Consul at N ingpo in his latest 
report ex plains how it is that the grow th of 
the poppy in Chinn is increasing so rapidly. 
It seem s it does not interfere with other crops, 
as it can be sown and harvested in most cases 
after one is gathered and before the nex t has 
to be sow n. 
It is thus a kind of third crop 
ex tracted by the thrifty agriculturist from the 
soil.

squarely: Yes, he believed we should have 
not liegiin lo take any prisoner* in this war, 
and that lie Humid 
ltave

plan distinctly in Hic interest o f humanity, 
l>eeuu*e he felt sure the w ar would have been 
Huts ended with far ii ** affusion of blood. 
Ile added that this could not be, like other 
diplom atic war*, a struggle for a boundary 
or a province, but, for our people, it struggle 
(or life aud death, and it would have been 
best f >r the people to have it* true character 
unmasked to them 
from lilt* first.

Not content with countenancing 
slavery, they afford material and powerful 
help to the rich and influential owner of the 
slave, and enable him, under the roles of law 
aud morality now in force in India, to deport 
a child from the proper guardianship o f her 
father and mother. 
Such acts as these are, 
in the opinion of Sir J. Gorst, efforts to cor 
reel the evils o f iufant marriage. 
If this 
child had been the offspring of sn English 
man and the scene London, would the British 
people have tolerated such conduct on the 
part o f the British police!” 
T he N a e York K eening Pott nays: " T h e

work among the tenements during the months 
of July and August c.ow ded into Dr. Moreau 
Morris’s office, at the Branch Hanitary Head 
quarters in Mulberry street yesterday, to Us 
ten to a * short talk ’ defining their duties be­ 
fore they startl'd out.

they hope to perform properly the important 


work assigned to them.

with cnses of extrem e destitution, for which 
prompt relief will Ik* found.’’ 
The British Consul at N ingpo in his latest 
report explains how it is that the growth of 
the poppy in China is increasing so rapidly. 
It seems it does not interfere with other crops, 
as it eau be sown and harvested in most cases 
after one is gathered and before the next has 
to Ik* sown. 
I lls thus a kind of third crop 
extracted by the thrifty agriculturist from the 
soil. T his is especially tile case* with the most 
important crop of all, rice. It Is planted after 
Hie summer rice is gathered, and the land is 
free again for rice iii late spring or som ewhat 
earlier, if the seeds of the poppy are not al­ 
lowed to ripen for the sake o f the oil.

Pulmonary tuberculosis [consumption] is 
directly communicated from one person to 
another. 
The germ of the disease exists in 
the expectoration of persons afflicted with it. 
The following extract from the report of the 
pathologists of the Health Department ex­ 
plains the means by which the disease may 
be transmitted; 
Tuberculosis is commonly produced in the 
lungs [ which are the organs most, frequently 
affected] by breathing air in which living 
germs are suspended as dust. 
The material 
which is coughed up, sometimes in large 
quantities, by persons suffering from con­ 
sumption contains these germs often in enor­ 
mous numbers. 
* 
* 
* 
This material 
when expectorated, frequently 
lodges 
in 
places where it dries, as oil the street, (loots, 
carpets, handkerchiefs, etc. 
After drying in 
one way or anotlwr, it is very apt to become 
pulverized and tioat in the air as dust. 
By observing the following rules the dan­ 
ger of catching the disease will be reduced to 
a m inim um ; 
First—Do not permit persons suspected fo 
have consumption to spit on the Hoor or on 
cloths unless the latter 
be 
immediately 
burned. 
The spittle of persons suspected to 
have consumption should be caught in earthen 
or glass dishes containing the following solu­ 
tion; Corrosive sublimate, #one part; water, 
1,900 parts. 
Second—Do not sleep in a room occupied 
by a person suspected of having consump­ 
tion. 
The living rooms of a consumptive 
patient should have as little furniture as prac­ 
ticable. 
Hangings 
should 
be 
especially 
avoided. 
The use of carpets, rugs, etc., 
ought always to be avoided. 
T hird—Do not fail to wash thoroughly the 
eating utensils of a person suspected of hav­ 
ing consumption as soon after eating as pos­ 
sible, using boiling water for the purpose. 
Fourth—Do not mingle the unwashed cloth­ 
ing of consumptive patients with similar 
clothing of other persons. 
I n ,.—l>o not luii to catch the bowel dis­ 
charges of consumptive patients with diar- 
rhtea in a vessel containing corrosive subli­ 
mate one part, water 1.0(H) parts. 
Six—Do not fail to consult the family phy­ 
sician regarding the social relations of per­ 
sons suffering from s.ispected consumption. 
Seven—Do not permit mothers suspected 
of having consumption to nurse their off 
springs. 
E ight—Household pets [animals or birdsj 
are quite susceptible to tuberculosis; there­ 
fore do not expose them to persons afflicted 
with consumption; also do not keep, but de­ 
stroy at once, all household pets suspected of 
having consumption, otherwise they may give 
it to human beings. 
Nine—Do not fail to thoroughly cleanse 
the floors, walls and ceilings of the living 
and sleeping-rooms of persons suffering from 
consumption at ’east once in two weeks.

Professor 11. L. Danby, ot the University 
of Texas, in a recent letter to the JJullimore 
Sun, gives an interesting account of a con­ 
versation which he had with Stonewall Jack­ 
son in May, 1H(>2. 
He says: “ The conver­ 
sation. when resumed, turned upon some re­ 
ceñí threat of bloody retaliation which Mr. 
Davis had been compelled to make bv some 
one of the numerous outrages. 
The General 
said, in words to this effect, that such an 
emergency would not now appear had the 
war been begun on that plan which com 
mended itself to bis judgm ent. 
I exclaimed, 
with much interest, that a rum or had flitted 
through his army that he would have begun 
tlie war under the black flag, and that I was 
curious to know from him whether it had 
any foundation, or what. 
He replied very 
squarely; Yes, lie believed we should have 
not begun to take any prisoners in this war, 
and that he should 
have 
adopted 
this 
plan distinctly in the interest of humanity, 
because he felt sure the war would have been 
thus ended with far less effusion of blood. 
He added that this could not be, like other 
diplomatic wars, a struggle for a boundary 
or a province, but, for our people, a struggle 
for life and death, and it would have been 
best f >r the people to have its true character 
unmasked to them from the first. 
‘ The 
war, before its end, will certainly disclose its 
practical character. 
Thus Mr. Lincoln is re­ 
ported as now declaring that it is not a war 
of abolition. 
But whether he knew it or not, 
it is surely destined to become such. 
Then 
they will proceed to arm our own slaves 
against us. 
T hen,’ said he, ‘ when these out­ 
rages are perpetuated, of course it will be ah 
surd and impossible for us to treat that war 
as civilized war ! To do so it will he perdition 
to our cause. 
It will be the practical admis­ 
sion of claims damnable to our pretensions of 
right and ruinous to the morale and self- 
respect of our people. 
Thus, before this war 
>s ended, Mr. Davis is going to find himself 
in this dilemma: The enemy will adopt 
means such that he will be obliged to meet 
them with extensive bloody retaliation or be 
uined. 
But then the enemies will have in 
their hands, it may be, thousands of our 
friends, so that it will be attended with the 
fearful consequeuce of thereby consigning 
our soldiers to massacre. 
Now,’ he added, 
foreseeing these things, I would have ad­ 
vised taking no prisoners, and teaching our 
volunteers at the outset that when they went 
into action it m ust be victory or death literal­ 
ly for them, as it is going to be for their 
country.’

Ragoonath, late Minister of the Mahara­ 
jah Holkar, protesting against the evils of 
child-marriage, writes as follows : “ A man 
aged 47 years, who was lately defendant be­ 
fore the Court of a magistrate charged with 
having ill-treated a child-wife, eight or nine 
years of age, wanted to go away from the 
locality and applied to the British police for 
a guarid to enable him to leave the place and 
to take the minor witli him without fear of 
interference from her parents.

minor, 
prevented 
the 
parents 
from 
approaching 
their 
child,

them off till the man 
had carried her awav from her parents 
to a place about 1,000 miles distant from 
the scene. 
I appeal to the people of Great 
Britain to say whether such conduct on the 
part of their agents in India meets their ap­ 
proval. 
Not content with countenancing 
slavery, they afford material and powerful 
help to the rich and influential owner of the 
slave, and euable him, under the rules of law 
and morality now in force in India, to deport 
a child from the proper guardianship of her 
father and mother. 
Such acts as these are, 
in the opinion of Sir J. Gorst, efforts to cor 
rect the evils of infant marriage. 
If this 
child had been the offspring of an English­ 
man and the scene London, would the British 
people have tolerated such conduct on the 
part of the British police?”

It seems it does not interfere with other crops, 
as it can be sown and harvested in most cases 
after one is gathered and before the next has 
to be sown. 
It is thus a kind of third crop 
xtracted by the thrifty agriculturist from the 
soil. This is especially the case with the most 
important crop of all, rice. It is planted after 
the summer rice is gathered, and the land is 
free again for rice in late spring or somewhat 
earlier, if the seeds of the poppy are not al­ 
lowed to ripen for the sake of the oil.

J D . F or sy th ’» B oa t S a n k a t N ow -Y ork — 
C oal T oanan« at T id ew a ter, K tc. 
The boat J. D. Forsyth, laden with 1,791 
barrels of cement, was sunk in collision with 
a steamship off Forty Seventh-street, North 
River, 
New York 
City, 
on W ednesday 
night. 
Cap tain Jam es Forsyth, the ow ner of 
the boat, arrived here this morning. 
He told 
the following story of the accident: “ My 
boat, which was laden with 1,791 barrels of 
cement, obtained at the Lawrence Cement 
Com p any’s works at Edtiyville, cleared this 
p ort on Tuesday in tow of the steamltoat 
Austin, of the Cornell line. 
W hen off Forty- 
Seventh street. New-York City, my boat 
came in collision with the steamship Greece, 
of the National Line, which lay anchored 
about 500 yards from the east shore. 
A hole 
was stove in my boat on the p ort side about 
20 feet forward of the cabin, m aking a break 
that a man might stand in, 
A breast line 
was p ut out forward and the boat was towed 
for about 15 minutes before it sunk. 
W hen 
it went down it seemed to break in two, as the 
forward p art turned over anti came up . 
One 
canvas, a cement wrench and some bedding 
was all that was saved. 
I had an insurance 
of $1,500 on the boat and $500 on my outfit. 
The cargo was not insured. 
The boat and 
cargo are a total loss.” 
An investigation 
will lie made, when the blame for the collis­ 
ion will l>e located.

In the days gone by the grounds of the 
bank covered a considerable p ortion of the 
block. 
The flower garden was form ed by 
C. II. VanGaasbeek, President of tbe Bank 
who lived on the p remises, and devoted his 
leisure moments to caring for the flowers 
One dav, in order to p lease his son and ut the 
same time accustom him to m orning walks 
he decided to devote a p ortion of the yard to 
wild flower culture. 
He gathered p lants in 
the fields in the suburbs of the then village of 
Kingston. 
Carrying out the p roject the lit 
tie l« ed increased until it covered a large p or 
tion of the garJen. 
He became p assionately 
fond of it, and extended his ram ble so that 
he not only visited the meadows, lanes and 
by-ways of the country surrounding the vil 
lage, but went miles into the country, bring 
ing home baskets full of roots. 
T hus the hep atica: tbe daiuly anem on^, or 
witul flower, the graceful meadow lilv, Jack 
in-tbe-p ulp it, the humble but near relative of 
the stately ealla, and many other denizens of 
tbe woods and fields came to bloom in the 
village garden. 
They thrived wonderfully 
under cultivation; and the meadow lily 
which in its native soil rarely bears more 
than one or two flowers to the stalk, was 
known to bend under the weight of 12 or 14 
D uring a visit to New York City and while 
looking over some bulbs in a seed store, Mr 
Van Gaasbeek was asked by a stranger 
question regarding the bulb of a wild llowe 
which 
he 
courteously 
answered 
Con 
versalion 
foliowed, 
when 
the 
strange 
finding 
that 
Mr. 
Van Gaasbeek 
was 
well 
informed, 
esp ecially 
in 
regard 
to wild flowers, invited him to visit him 
Brooklyn. 
This stranger was a fam ous fior 
ist—a noted collector of bulbs and flowers 
He had the largest collectiou of choice lilies 
in the world. 
The two sp eedily became 
friends. 
The florist visited U lster County 
and was surp rised to see in Mr. YanGaas 
beek’s garden p lants which up to that time 
he had been unable to find. 
H e accomp a 
nied his Ulster friend up on some of his ram 
bles, and p rofited thereby. 
One day they 
went to Beaverkill Swamp , in the town of 
Olive, 
and filled 
a 
large 
busket with 
bulbs and wild flowers. 
The B tooklynm an 
was in corresp ondence with every botanic 
garden in Europ e, and he sent these bulbs 
all over the Old World, receiving in exchange 
sp ecimens that grew there. 
In that way the 
wild flowers of Ulster County Deenrae trans 
p lanted to gardens across the ocean. 
D uring his rambles in the country after 
flowers Mr. VanGaasbeek had m any inte 
estiug exp eriences. 
He relates 
that one 
m orning returning from a trip on the Rosen 
dale road, with an armful of roots and p lants 
he went near the house of a D utchm an ou 
The Bowery. 
The man saw him and called 
to bis wife in Dutch, “ Here comes that 
flower fool again.” 
Up on another occasion 
while tram p ing through the H urley Swam p he 
stop p ed for rest and refreshm ent at the house 
of a man named Hogan. 
N oticing that the 
little boy of Mr. Ilogan was interested 
some lilies, he told him that he w ould giv 
him a p enny for every 
bulb

to work and in about a week becam e to tow 
and p roudly laid before Mr. VanGansbet 
1,100 lily bulbs.

VanGaasbcek, President of the Bank 
who lived on the premises, and devoted his 
leisure moments to caring for the flowers 
One day, in order to please his son anti ut the 
same time accustom him to morning walks 
he decided lo devote a jtortion of the yard to 
wild flower culture. 
He gathered plants in 
the fields in the suburb* of the then village of 
Kingston. Carrying out the project the lit 
tie lied increased until it covered a large ]*>r 
ti«*n of the garden. 
Ile became passionately 
fond of it, and extended his ramble so that 
he not only visited the meadows, lams aud 
by-ways of the country surrounding the vil 
loge, but went miles into the country, bring 
ing borne baskets full of roots. 
Thus the hepatica; the dainty anemone, or 
wind flower, the graceful meadow lily. Jack 
in the pulpit, the humble hut near relative of 
the stately calla, and many other denizens of 
the woods and fields came lo bloom in the 
village garden. 
They thrived wonderfully 
under cultivation; and tin* meadow lily 
which in its native roil rarely Itears more 
than one or two flowers to the stalk, was 
know n to bond under the weight of 12 or 14 
During a visit to New York City and while 
looking over some bulb* in a seed store. Mr 
Yan Gaasbeek was asked by a stranger 
question regarding the bulb of a wild flower 
which

The florist visited Ulster County 
ami was surprised to see in Mr. YanGaas 
beck’s garden plants which up to that time 
be had U*en unable to hod. 
He accompa 
nied his Ulster friend upon some of his ram 
hies, ami profited thereby. 
One day they 
went to Beaverkin Swamp, in the town of 
Olive, 
nod filled 
a 
large 
basket with 
bulbs and wild flowers. 
The Biooklvn man 
was in correspondence with every botanical 
garden in Euro|x\ and he sent these bull 
all over the Old World, receiving in exchange 
specimens that grew there. 
In that way the 
w ild flowers of Ulster County became trans 
planted to gardens across the ocean. 
During his rambles in the country afte 
flowers Mr. VanGnuataek had many intl* 
est ing experiences. 
He relates that one 
morning returning from n trip on the Rosen 
dale rostl, w ith an armful of roots and plant* 
lie went near the holist* of a Dutchman on 
The Bowery. 
The nia.i saw him amt called 
to his wife in Dutch, " Here come* tliut 
flower fred again." 
Upon another occasion 
while tramping through the Hurley Nu amp lie 
si o pl sd for rest ami refreshment ut the hou*c 
of a man named Hogan.

little boy of Mr. Hogan was interested 
some lilies, be told him that he would giv

TIDINGS OF BOATS^ AND BOATMEN. 


J . D. F o rsy th '» B o a t S a n k a t N aw -Y o rk — 
C oal T o a n ag n a t T id e w a te r, E tc. 
The boat J. D. Forsyth, laden with 1,791 
barrels of cement, was sunk in coilision with 
a steamship off Forty-Seventh-street, North 
River, 
New York 
City, 
on Wednesday 
night. 
Captain Jam es Forsyth, the owner of 
the boat, arrived here this morning. 
He told 
the following story of the accident: “ My 
boat, which was laden with 1,791 barrels of 
cement, obtained at the Lawrence Cement 
Company’s works at Eddyville, cleared this 
port on Tuesday in tow of the steamlioat 
Austin, of the Cornell line. 
When off Forty- 
Seventh street. New-York City, my ooat 
came in collision with the steamship Greece, 
of the National Line, which lay anchored 
about 500 yards from the east shore. 
A hole 
was stove In iny bout on the port side about 
20 feet forward of the cabin, making a break 
that a man might stand in. 
A breast H dc 
was put out forward and the boat was towed 
for about 15 minutes before it sunk. 
When 
it went down it seemed to break in two, as tbe 
forward part turned over and came up. One 
canvas, a cement wrench and some bedding 
was all that was saved. 
I had an insurance 
of $1,500 on the boat and $500 on my outfit. 
The cargo was not insured. 
The boat and 
cargo are a total loss.” 
An investigation 
will lie made, when the blame for the collis­ 
ion will be located.

the pilot house and engaged in conversation with 
U ncle Rufus; Anally I offered him a cigar. He looked 
at me quizzically a second and said. “ No. thanks; I 
don't sm oke that sort of a cigar; ’’ whereupon he 
pulled out one of his own and sm oked it in com fort 
while Pilot Briggs laughed line the roar of a lion. 
¡ A fter a while Uncle Rufus, w ith what was left of 
I his cigar still ls-tweeu his teeth , stretched out on a 
sofa and snore i so loud that people on the banks of 
the river ran down to the shore to marvel at the 
strange sound which seem ed to com e like thunder 
from the pilot house of the Mary Powell. 
I have an 
idea to this day that they thought Barnum was tak­ 
ing his m enagerie up the H udson River. 
Tbe work of dredging tbe Saugerties Creek 
has been completed. 
A Newburgh contrac 
tor lias lieen selected by tbe Government to 
build a dyke on the north side of the channel 
of the creek. 
A portion of the work will be 
orihtied on rocks. 
These improvements have 
long been desired by navigators of the H ud­ 
son. 
On account of the high water in the Upper 
(.’reek only five Delaware & Hudson Canal 
boats, laden with G50 tons of coal, reached 
tide water at Eddyville yesterday. 
The whistle of the steamer “ City of Kings 
ton ” was blown at the mouth of the Rondout 
Creek at 10:02 o'clock last night. 
• Love many, trust few, and always paddle 
your own canoe,” is the advice posted on a 
Delaware & Hudson Canal boat 
Several large schooners are in the Cornell 
tow that will reach this port to-uight.

This high wall,with its solid 
front and arched gate way, reminded the 
passer-by of the walls which surrouud gar 
dens in the old City of London.

fact for many years hide ffom the sight of 
the 
public 
an 
old-fashioned 
flower gar­ 
den, 
in 
which 
there 
were many 
rare 
plants and 
specimens 
of wild 
flowers. 
In the days gone by the grounds of the 
liank covered a considerable portion of the 
block. 
The flower garden was formed by 
C. II. VanGaasbeek, President of the Bank, 
who lived on the premises, and devoted his 
leisure moments to caring for the flowers. 
O nedav, in order to please his son and ut the 
same time accustom him to morning walks, 
he decided to devote a jiortion of the yard to 
wild flower culture. 
He gathered plants in 
the fields in the suburbs of tbe then village of 
Kingston. 
Carrying out tbe project the lit 
tie tied increased until it covered a large por 
lion of the gar Jen. 
He became passionately 
fond of it, and extended his ramble so that 
he not only visited the meadows, lanes and 
by-ways of the country surrounding the vil 
¡age, but went miles into the country, bring­ 
ing home baskets full of roots. 
Thus the hepática: tbe daiuly anemon¿, or 
wind flower, the graceful meadow lily, Jack 
in-the-pulpit, the humble but near relative of 
tbe stately calla, and many other denizens of 
the woods and fields came to bloom in tbe 
village garden. 
They thrived wonderfully 
under cultivation; and the meadow lily, 
which in its native soil rarely bears more 
than one or two flowers to the stalk, was 
known to bend under the weight of 12 or 14. 
During a visit to New York City and while 
looking over some bulbs in a seed store. Mr. 
Van Gaasbeek was asked by a stranger a 
question regarding the bulb of a wild flower, 
which 
he 
courteously 
answered 
Con 
versalion 
followed, 
when 
the 
stranger 
finding 
that 
Mr. 
Van Gaasbeek 
was 
well 
informed, 
especially 
in 
regard 
to wild flowers, invited him to visit him in 
Brooklyn. 
This stranger was a famous flor­ 
ist—a noted collector of bulbs and flowers. 
He had the largest collection of choice lilies 
the world. 
The two speedily became 
friends. 
The florist visited Ulster County, 
and was surprised to see in Mr. VanGaas­ 
beek’s garden plants which up to that time 
he had been unable to find. 
He accompa­ 
nied his Ulster friend upon some of his ram 
bles, and profited thereby. 
One day they 
went to Bcaverkill Swamp, in the town of 
Olive, 
and filled 
a 
large 
basket with 
bulbs and wild flowers. 
The Btooklyn man 
was in correspondence with every botanical 
garden in Europe, and he sent these bulbs 
all over tbe Old World, receiving in exchange 
specimens that grew there. 
In that way the 
wild flowers of Ulster County Became trans 
planted to gardens across the ocean. 
During his rambles in the country after 
flowers Mr. VanGaasbeek had many inter­ 
esting experiences. 
He relates 
that one 
morning returning from a trip on the Rosen- 
dale road, with an arm ful of roots and plants, 
lie went near the house of a Dutchman on 
The Bowery. 
The m aa saw him and called 
to his wife in Dutch. “ Here comes that 
flower fool again.” 
Upon another occasion 
w hile tramping through the Hurley Swamp he 
stopped for rest and refreshment at the house 
of a man named Hogan. 
Noticing that the 
little boy of Mr. Hogan was interested 
some lilies, he told him that he would give 
him a penny for every 
bulb 
of 
the 
meadow 
lily 
he 
would 
bring 
to 
his 
house 
in 
Kingston. 
The 
boy 
went 
to work and in about a week became to town 
and proudly laid before Mr. VanGaasbeek 
1,100 lily bulbs. 
He was paid $11, but no 
more rash contracts were made. 
While Kingston sustained a horticultural 
society Mr. VanGaasbeek was a large con 
tributor. 
He exhibited many flowers, m ak­ 
ing a specialty of beautiful annuals, asters, 
chrysanthemums, etc., and his old-fashioned 
garden was a great attraction to all lovers of 
flowers.
